1. IN A CABLED MESSAGE TO PRESIDENT NIXON TODAY, 

PRESIDENT LON NOL STATED THAT HE HAS SENT "SPEICAL 
EMISSAIRES TO JAPARTA AND BANGKOK TO REQUEST THAT THE 
KHMER REPUBLIC BE ACCEPTED WITHIN AS AIN." HE ENVISAGED 
THIS DEMONSTRATION OF "SOLIDARITY" AS CONTRIBUTING TO 
PEACE IN CAMBODIA AND THE REGION. HE MENTIONED THAT A 
"PARALLEL REQUEST" IS BEING MADE ALSO IN SEOUL AND TOKYO. 

2. FOREIGN MINISTER LONG BORET HAS JUST VISITED 
JAKARTA AND IS NOW IN BANGKOK. WE HAVE NO REPORTS THAT 
HE HAS BROACHED THIS SUBJECT, HOWEVER. INDONESIAN 
CHARGE DJANI TELLS US THAT GKR LEADERS HAVE BEEN 
REPEATEDLY BRIEFED ON THE FIRM DECISION OF ASEAN LEADERS NOT 
TO ADMIT CAMBODIA AND SOUTH VEITNAM TO THE ORGANIZATION 
UNTIL SUCH TIME AS NORTH VIETNAM CAN BE ADMITTED. HE 
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THEREFORE DOUBTS THAT LONG BORET WOULD RAISE THE 
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MATTER IN JAKARTA OR BANGKOK. 

3. AS REPORTED REFTEL (NOTAL) FORMER FANK ACTING CHIEF 
OF STAFF SAT SUTSAKHAN IS NOW ENROUTE TO SEOUL, TOKYO 
AND MANILA AS LON NOL'S PERSONAL EMISSARY. HE MAY RAISE 
THIS REQUEST IN MANILA.
